The Medical Research Council of Great 
Britain has completed an investigation of the 
physique of working women in an attempt to 
determine what limits should be placed on 
their physical work. 

Over 3,000 women employed in 
were studied and compared with 400 women 
who had formerly worked in factories but who 
had been out of work for a long period. The 
final group for comparison included 500 
healthy women who were attending a college 
for teachers. 

Among the tests applied were lifting, the 
grip of the hand, and a crushing forward move- 
ment. The heaviest work done by any of the 
women was that in the chemical works and in 
the brick works, but others were occupied in 
steel trades and in potteries. Many of the wo- 
men also worked in industries which merely 
required them to watch activities of various 
machines. 

It was found by the observers that the most 
perfect specimens of womanhood in industry 
were the girls in the chemical works in Glas- 
gow. Practically all of the women had been 
born and bred in the slum districts of Glas- 
gow and their mothers and grandmothers had 
done the same kind of work before them. 

One of these girls had shoveled from 20 to 
25 tons of raw material in one day, lifting the 
shovel to a height of 21% feet. 

The girls who worked in the brick works 
carried as much as 100 pounds at a time, a dis- 
tance of from 70 to 80 yards. 

About half the girls were between the ages 
of 17 and 22. The ..verage weight of the wo- 
men studied was found to be 109 pounds; the 
average height was 62 inches; the average pull 
of the body upward was 183 pounds; the grip 
was 58 pounds, and ‘the crushing power was 50 
pounds. 

The teachers, who ranged from 18 to 22 
years of age, were in general, in height, weight 
and strength superior to both groups of work- 
ing girls. In an attempt to account for their 
physical superiority it was found that they un- 
derwent a medical examination before employ- 
ment, so that they were really picked women. 
All of them had regular physical training, and 
during their training regular physical exam- 
inations. 

As a result of this inquiry it was not pos- 
sible to decide on any tests that should be ap- 
plied in determining particular fitness for in- 
dustry of women workers. It was only sug- 
gested that such workers should have a com- 
plete physical examination previous to em- 
ployment in industries requiring heavy phys- 
ical labor, and regular examinations as to their 
fitness to eontinue such work.

It must surely come as news to many that,

almost picture an eager stock salesman equip- 
ped with paper and pencil figuring out for some 
prospective buyer just exactly the gains to be 
expected from a primary investment.

But there’s many a slip ’twixt the cup and 
the lip.

It 
is true that in the present instance this fact 
made but little difference to the final result, 
for the sales, as all know, have been phenomen- 
al. But nevertheless it was discovered in 1919, 
just after the war, that, as Dr. David Friday, 
economist of Washington, said in his testimony 
during the course of the $30,000,000 treasury 
tax suit brought about by former minority 
owners of Ford stock, people were using Fords 
as stepping stones to more expensive cars. ‘‘In 
other words,’’ he added, ‘‘they were graduat- 
ing.’’ 

How typical of human nature this is. A 
little more than twenty years ago the possibil- 
ity that an automobile would ever be produced 
for as little at $2,000 was laughed at. Then it 
was manufactured for considerably less. And 
then in a trice, as it were, marvelous to re- 
late, it was being used just as a means of pro- 
gress to something better.

And even if the 
Ford owners of today have ceased to be the 
owners of tomorrow, this fact is mitigated by 
the additional fact that the flood of owners of 
today seems ever on the increase. The pres- 
ence of countless college graduates does not 
prevent their places being filled year by year 
with others who have seen the benefits that are 
gained from college training. And who shall 
say that the Ford graduates have not served 
their alma mater better by graduating than 
they would have done by cleaving to the same 
furrow?
